Legislature of Pennsylvania Is to Be 


Asked for Drastic Laws. 


"Washington, Pa., dispatch: Wash- 


ington county wool growers will intro- 
duce a bill, through local representa- 
tives in the next legislature, provid- 
ing for. protection of sheep from dogs. 
Within a year 1,811 sheep were killed 
by dogs and others were injured.; The 
stock breeders and wool growers say 
that Washington county has taken a 
secondary place in the wool industry 
through raids of dogs. .

ration of a federal franchise or license 
system for the control of 
interstate 


commerce 
was 
recommended 
by 


James R. Garfield, commissioner of 
corporations, in his ilrst annual re- 
port, made to President Roosevelt. 


Tho placing of corporations doing 


interstate business under the eye of 
tho government by the license system 
was proposed, 
according to Commis- 


sioner Garfield, after a year's exhaus- 
tive study of conditions 
nnd 
after 


careful consideration of other plans 
suggested. The investigations of tho 
commissioner brought him ilrst to the 
conclusion that state 
control is not 


feasible. "There is," he said, "a strong 
positive motive leading the state leg- 
islatures toward lax nnd Improper cor- 
poration laws, and even if all the 
states were actuated by most correct 
motives, nevertheless it is obviously 
Impossible that forty-live different Jur- 
isdictions should agree on 
anything 


like a uniform system in so Important 
a matter as corporation law." 
Addi- 


tional state action, therefore. \w cast 
aside by the commissioner as wholly 
Inadequate and impracticable. 


Opposes State Control. 


The second plan considered was tho 


delegation by the United States to the 
Individual states of the control of in- 
terstate commerce. To this plan two 
conclusive objections are urged. First, 
such action is believed to be uncon- 
stitutional, congress not Having 
tho 


power to divest itself of Its constitu- 
tional powers nor to delegate them to 
another legislative body; and. second, 
the results would be open to the same 
objection as the "additional slate ac- 
tion" plan. 


Tho plan of federal incorporation Is 


discussed in the report as one of tho 
two more practical methods suggest- 
ed. 
It assumes Uie passage by con- 


gress of a complete corporation law 
with tho compulsory renulreinent that 
all corporations engaged in Interstate 
business shall be 
organized 
under 


such law. It is pointed out that such 
a law should have three principal fea- 
tures, as follows: 


"The creation by congress of cor- 


porations with power to engage in 
interstate commerce. 


"The prohibition upon all other cor- 


porations from engaging In. such busi- 
ness. 


"The granting to such federal cor- 


porations of the right to manufacture 
and produce 
within 
the 
several 


states." 


Commissioner Garfield 
believes no 


vital legal objection holds against tho 
first two powers, but that a serious 
question arises as to whether con- 
gress can give an "interstate com- 
merce 
corporation" 
the 
additional 


power to produce or manufacture in 
any state. 


Federal Franchises. 


After thus disposing of three sug- 


gested plans, Mr. Garfield outlines tlio 
fourth, or license system. 
Tho prin- 


cipal features of this system, accord- 
Ing to the report, would be as follows: 


"Granting of a federal franchise or 


license to engage in interstate com- 
merce. 


"Imposition of all necessary require- 


ments as to corporate organization 
and 
management 
as tbe condition 


precedent to the grant of such fran- 
chise or license. 


"Prohibition of all corporations and 


corporate agencies from engaging in 
interstate and foreign commerce with- 
out such federal franchise or license. 


"Full protection of the grantees ol 


such franchise or license who obey 
the laws, applicable thereto. 


"Right to refuse or withdraw such 


franchise or license in case of viola- 
tion of law, with appropriate right of 
judicial appeal to prevent abuse of 
power by administrative officer." 


Congress to Control. 


The commissioner holds that no 


fundamental legal difficulty 
can 
be 


discovered in this plan. Under it con- 
gress would grant to corporations that 
meet the -proper conditions power to 
engage in interstate commerce and 
would fix tbe conditions under which 
their business should be done in such 
H. manner as to remedy the present de- 
fects in the state corporation law. 
Congress would also require all cor- 
porations engaged in interstate com- 
merce to make returns to a federal 
bureau, showing the amount and na- 
ture of the business done, and such 
other facts as may be desired. It is 
urged furthermore that the plan would 
obviate tho difficulty regarding state 
taxation.

jleasant, but a poorly trimmed wick 
s a destroyer ot a fair light and there- 


no good reason why either fault 


should occur. 
In tbe first place the care of the 


nmps should never be left to inex- 
perienced workers, and a woman did 
woll recently to give the care of the 
lamps as a duty for one oE her daugh- 
.ers to perform.

round 
wiclt 


should never be cut, but tbo, burned 
edge wiped off with a rag; and 
to 


keep a lamp from smelling, the burner 
should be taken out about once a 
month and put into an old saucepan 
kept for this very purpose and boiled 
for a while in water containing a 
lump of washing soda. 


Some people say it is only necessary 


to carry out this boiling process once 
a year, but it really should bo done 
oftener than that to produce satisfac- 
tory results. 


Seizures by Secret Service Men. 
One of the messengers in the rooms 


of Chief Wilkie of the Secret Service 
sat pulling scarf pins out of papers. 
There were several hundred loose 
pins, and more than that remained 
to be taken out of tbe papers. 


"Those are pins that were seized a 


few days ago by some of our men," 
said Chief 
"Wilkie. "They probably 


appear to be harmless, but if you will 
observe you will see that the mount- 
Ing of the pins is a representation of 
one side of a gold dollar. This is a 
violation of tbe laws of the 
United 


States. These plainly say that there 
shall be no facsimile of any coin or 
obligation of the United States, and 
these pi'ns were made in imitation of 
one dollar gold pieces. It is true that 
no attempt was made to pass thei,c 
as money, but the law was violated., 
nevertheless, when they were turned 
out, and we seized them so as to pre- 
vent them going into circulation." 


. In. past years the Secret Service has 
seized many advertising schemes that 
bore facsimiles o£ United States notes. 
Nothing of that kind is allowed to be 
put into circulation. Newspapers are 
not allowed to print a facsimile of a 
note or coin at any time. The Secret 
Service has many facsimiles of Con- 
federate notes that have likewise been 
seized. They resemble United States 
bills to a certain extent, and for that 
reason are seized whenever they are 
found.—Washington Star.
